and flagrant misconception of the facts as 
stated in the official reports of the Treas- 
ury Department. The President told Con- 
gress in his latest message that one of the 
causes for the large shrinkage in the gold 


reserve was “ the great falling off of exports | 
under the operation of the tariff law until | 
recently in force.” He said of the Repub- 
lican tariff policy that “ while inefficient for | 


the purposes of revenue ” it “curtailed our 
trade relations and impeded our entrance 
to the markets of the world.” He added 
that this has been superseded by a tariff 
policy ““ encouraging our intercourse and 
trade with other nations.” 

Now, what are the facts? The Wilson- 
Brice-Gorman act became a law at the close 
of August, 1804. Tux Trisuner of last 
Saturday contained the totals obtained by 
adding together the monthly figures given 
in the Treasury reports for the two periods 
of twelve months each preceding and the 
one period of twelve months next following 
that time. These show that the value of 
our exports for the year immediately pre- 


| | ceeding the change was nearly 868 million 


dollars; that this sum was only 444 millions 
less than for the next previous year and 
219 millions more than the total for the 
following year. How does it happen that 
a decrease of 219 millions for the latter 
year is a gain as compared with a loss of 
only 444 millions for the former one? The 
kind of arithmetic by which such a result 
is arrived at does not agree with that taught 
by Daboll. The falling off was nearly 25 
per cent. Then, in regard to imports. It 


is well known that the volume was reduced 


during the year ending with August, 1804, 
by fears of what the Democrats were going 
to do in the way of cutting down duties, 
Importers did not want to pay the higher 
duties on goods that might have to be sold 
in competition with those brought in under 
a lower tariff. So the true comparison 
should be made between 1898 and 1895. 
In the first the value of imports was 851 
millions, in the latter it was 759 millions, a 
decrease of 92 millions, or nearly 10 per 
cent. The difference for purposes of reve- 
nue was even greater, as for equal values 
of imports the revenue would be less under 
the Democratic tariff than under the Re- 
publican one which was “ superseded.” 
How the President can make it appear that 
851 million dollars’ worth of goods im- 
ported would yield less revenue under a 
Republican tariff than 759 million dollars’ 
worth yielded under a Democratic tariff, 
professedly adopted for the purpose of re- 
ducing duties in the alleged interest of 
consumers, is a pretty hard wees to under- 
stand. 

From the first to the third year of the 
series there was a decrease of 92 millions in 
the imports, with an even greater percent- 
age of decrease in revenue, and a shrinkage 
of 224 millions in the exports, which less- 
ened the ability of the people to pay internal 
taxes, The second year’s 212% millions 
excess of exports over imports, compared 
with the third year’s 115% excess of im- 
ports over exports, gives a relative disad- 
vantage of 228 millions, which naturally 
caused a greater demand on the Treasury 
for gold with which to pay for the goods 
imported. Also it is a vital point in the dis- 
cussion that for the two years and two 
months following the close of the fiscal year 
1893 the deficiency of revenue as com- 


pared with expenditures amounted to 132. 


million dellars, which is 72 per cent of the 
total of 182 millions realized on the sale of 
the bonds issued by the present administra- 
tion. 

The member of Congress who undertakes 
to interview Mr. Cleveland on the subject 
ought not to forget to ask him how the 
above quoted extracts from the message 
ean be made to agree with the facts as 
stated in the official reports from the Treas- 
ury. The President should be invited to 
show from the reports how and where the 
operation of the Republican tariff caused a 

“ great falling off of exports,” showed itself 
“inefficient for the purposes of revenue,” 
and “ curtailed our trade relations and im- 
peded our entrance into the markets of the 
world.” Then the President should be re- 


quested to state, for the information of the | 


public and the good of his own party, how 
and to what extent the Wilson-Brice-Gor- 
man tariff has been “encouraging our 
intercourse and trade with other nations.” 
It might be well to ask him to point out how 
much “encouragement” it has given to 
our export trade in flour to countries south 
of us, and in live stock and meats to Ger- 
many and France. If the President can 
show that a decrease of nearly 25 percent 
in exports from the last year of a Repub- 
lican tariff to the first year of a Democratic 
tariff is real “encouragement” he almost 


will prove himself equal to the task of ex- 


tracting sunbeams out of cucumbers. 


STATE PAPER MONEY. 
"Phe Forum article by Paul Leroy Beau-

They could 
sell the gold at whatever premium exporters 
atid hoarders were wiling to pay for it in 
silver dollars and in certificates redeemable 
only in silver dollars by the government. 
And in this ope fact lies the gravely danger- 
ous element in the proposition made by 
President Cleveland to retire the green- 
backs without making any provision for 
maintaining the silver and silver certifi- 
cates at par with gold when they would be 
worth little more than 50 cents on the dollar 
in the absence of any specific guarantee 
such ‘as might be furnished by the require- 
ment that the banks must redeem in gold. 
The government has something else to 
take care of in addition to the greenbacks 
and the Sherman notes of 1890. It ought 
not to be alldwed to transfer half the bur- 
den to the banks by agreement with them 
and throw down the other half into the 
mud, That would be as bad as repudiating 
half its outstanding obligations by slump- 
ing to the 50-cent silver basis, which Presi- 
dent Cleveland deprecates as one of the 
greatest evils that could befall the Ameri- 


can people. 


NEGRO DAY AT y= ag sada EXPOSI- 

Thursday, the day after Christmas, has 
been designated as Negro day at the At- 
lanta Exposition, and already promises to 
be one of the most conspicuous and suc- 
cessful of the many special occasions which 
have been celebrated there. 

There is every reason why the directors 
of the exposition should have set apart this 
day, thereby establishing a unique prece- 
dent in the history of national expositions 
in this country. The black and white pop- 
ulation of Atlanta is pretty evenly divided. 
It has about 40,000 negroes and 650,000 
whites, and the former have occupied an im- 
portant place in the development and prog- 
ress of that hustling little city. They have 
been enthusiastic patrons of the exposition 
from the beginning and have attended it 
liberally, their numbers having been rein- 
forced by many of their race who have gone 
to it from surrounding cities. At every 
special celebration they have aided by their 
presence to make it a success. One of the 
most notable features of Chicago day, for 
instance, was the immense outpouring of 
blacks, who were attracted like children by 
the military display and the street music 
of the regimental band. Private transpor- 
tation to the grounds and about the city 
was entirely in their control, and it was 
managed in a manner to insure the com- 
fort and convenience of visitors. The ne- 
groes furthermore are justly proud that 
one of their race, Booker Washington of 
the Tuskeegee (Ala.) Institute, who was 
their representative in the exercises of In- 
auguration day, carried off the honors by 
an eloquent speech, which has attracted at- 
tention all over the country and outdid all 
his white associates in the field of oratory. 

It is the special pride of the negroes that 
they have their own building in the expo- 
sition grounds and that it has been one of 
the most attractive features in the exhibi- 
tion scheme. They designed and built it 
themselves, and it does not suffer in compar- 
ison with the other structures either in its 
adaptability to the purpose for which it 
was constructed or in its architectural and 
decorative display. It is one of the largest 
buildings in the grounds, and there is not a 
vacant space in its large interior. Its ex- 
hibits illustrate a twofold purpose—first, 
the progress the negro has made in a gen- 
eral way, which is demonstrated by plac- 
ing his present achievements side by side 
with the crude products of the African ne- 
gro in his uncivilized state; and, second, 
the progress the negro of the South has 
made under the inspiration of liberty and 
the ownership of the results of his own la- 
bor. The aisles of the building are crowded 
with his accomplishments in agriculture, 
manual industries, design, invention, edu- 
cation, and artistic skill in painting, statu- 
ary, drawing, decorating, architecture, 
music, and art work of all kinds. The 
progress of the various institutes is also 
shown to great advantage and the exhibits 
of three of them—the Clark Institute of 
Atlanta and the Tuskeegee and Hampton 
Schools—-compare favorably with those of 


any of the institutes attended by white stu-* 


dents, 

The designation of Dec. 26 as Negro day, 
therefore, is not alone a merited compli- 
ment but a simple act of justice, and that 


‘the people of Atlanta themselves regard it 


as such is shown by the fact that they pro- 
pose to _ it a holiday for all black work- 
ers and and where the latter can- 

to visit the fair to pay their” 
way. Under such circumstances it will 
not be surprising if Negro day at Atlanta 
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TO MAINTAIN THE GOLD RESERVE. 

It seems almost certain that there soon 
will be a fourth issue of bonds under the 
present administration. If so, and the 
amount is 50 millions, it will raise the total 
to 202 millions since Cleveland was inaugu- 
rated in 1893. The prospect adds interest 
to the already known fact that while the 
amount realized from the first three loans 
was about 182 millions they failed to secure 
to the Treasury all the gold supposed to be 
borrowed. Official records show that on the 
first two the lenders withdrew some 45 mill- 
ions of gold from the Treasury either in ad- 
vance against their subscriptions or after- 
wards to replace in their vaults the gold 
they paid in. The conditions of the third 
loan were so arranged by the syndicate that 
these evasions were provided against dur- 
ing several months. But it is undeniable 
that the undesirable feature was only 
staved off, not entirely avoided, It is stated 
by the New York Journal of Commerce that 
the exchange operations introduced to 
avert gold exports up to October entailed 
the maturing of large amounts of foreign 
bills subsequently, for the settlement. of 
which some 20 millions of gold has been 
drawn from the Treasury and sent to Bu- 
rope, “ nor has that movement yet ceased.” 
So it seems probable that the percentage of 
withdrawal consequent on the third loan 
will prove to be as great as that attending 
the other two, which means that 45 per cent 
of the amount named on the face of the 
bonds was drawn out again as an essential 
feature of the transaction, and that the 
highest financial skill called in to help was 
powerless to suggest any means that would 
do more than delay for awhile the with- 
drawing part of the process. 

It must be conceded that it was infinitely 
better for the country to obtain the gold 
under such conditions than not to get it at 
all, as failure in that line would have in- 
volved a slump to the silver basis and 
plunged the people into a worse slough of 
financial and business depression than ariy 
they ever have experienced. But cannot 
this be obviated for the future? It seems 
probable that avoidance could be effected 
only by drawing the gold from foreign lend- 
ers, as our Eastern banks cannot or will 
not part with their gold otherwise than tem- 
porarily. The J. C. suggests this, and that 
the amount of gold should be large enough 
to raise the Treasury reserve to at least 120 
millions, while the payments ought to be 
made to spread over, say, three months, so 
as to graduate its effect on the European 
money markets. Simultaneously with this 
the banks should endeavor to increase their 
stocks of metal from the interior by 15 mill- 
ions, or more if feasible; and this ought to 
be done concurrently with an agreement 
between the Treasury and the banks that 
after three months, when the reserve has 
reached its maximum, the Subtreasury will 
return to its usage up to 1892 of settling all 
its debtor balances at the clearing-house in 
gold, while the banks will agree to pay cus- 
toms duties in gold and to provide from 
their vault stocks gold for export. 

There need be no doubt that if this were 
done there would be a resumption of a large 
class of gold payments now suspended, the 
suspension of which is the cause of so much 
of the troubles of the Treasury as do not 
arise from a deficiency of revenue. If the 
latter were provided for by Congress there 
need not be any further drain on the Treas- 
ury for gold so long as the banks lived up to 
their agreement, which they could do un- 
less in the event of a foreign scare over gold, 
and that would be far less likely to occur 
than it is under present conditions. If, as 
counted on, “ the banks would pay enough 
in duties, added to its other gold receipts, 
to enable the Subtreasury to settle wholly 
in gold at'the New York Clearing-House, 
and the Treasury would then pay out gold 
more than enough to enable the banks to 
pay gold for duties and to supply it for ex- 
port,” the problem would be solved, At 
least the point is deserving of careful con- 
sideration.
